Mekhong, the Thai spiced spirit that’s popping up at adventurous 
bars all over the place will slap you in the face

If you’re searching for a liquor to challenge both 
your palate and your home mixology skills, look 
no fiirther than Mekhong, the so-called spirit of 
Thailand. Considering its dirt-cheapness and 
popularity among tourists in Thailand, you may 
have tried this sugarcane-and-rice-derived stuff 
en route to a Ml-moon party in Pattaya, and no 
one would blame you for not remembering its 
idiosyncratic flavour. But in recent years it has 
ventured abroad, becoming a powerfiil tool in the 
arsenals of inventive bartenders. 

With a gingery-sweet kick that doesn’t quite 
mask its chemical undertones, Mekhong is best 
avoided neat. “This is not a sipping whisky”, says 
Andy Ricker, chef and owner of Pok Pok in the 
US. Ricker first encountered the spirit at a Koh 
Phangan disco in 1987, and today he uses it in his 
restaurant’s popular Khing & I cocktail (see his 
recipe at right). 

After debuting in 1941 via a government- 
owned distillery, Mekhong quickly became 
the top tipple for Thais, only to be dethroned 
decades later with the emergence of the 


higher-proof but equally affordable SangSom. 

“Generally speaking, the Thai whiskeys can 
be described as vaguely medicinaf’, Ricker says 
of both spirits. “That diesel-y flavour you get 
fi'om distilled rice spirits is in there, and that sweet 
flavour fi-om the cane and lots of residual sugar 
and caramel colouring too.” 

In fact, Mekhong is not a whisky at all, though 
it’s often referred to as such. It’s closer to a spiced 
rum, but it’s not exactly that either. Mekhong is 
its own thing, and like a wedge of Stilton or a 
farmhouse cider, it has an assertive character 
that may take some getting used to. Fortunately, 
you’re free to experiment without blacking out: 
Despite Mekhong’s bold taste, its alcohol by 
volume measure is a relatively low 35 percent. 

Ricker suggests following the Thai 
example and diluting Mekhong with water, 
seltzer or cola and enjoying over a long meal. 
Creative drinkers might substitute Mekhong 
into any cocktail that calls for spiced rum, 
such as a dark and stormy or a mai tai — or 
should we say a mai Thai? 


• Boukha: Depending 
on the brand, Tunisia’s 
fig brandy can taste 
like either gasoline or 
an autumn orchard. 

Try Boukha Bokobsa, 
a lovely eau-de-vie 
that dates back to the 
1880s and plays well in 
fruit-forward drinks. 


Khing & I 

Pair this piquant cocktail with your 
favourite Thai dish 

3-4 thin slices of ginger, 
skin removed 
45ml Mekhong 
45ml fresh lime juice 
30m ginger simple syrup 
Key lime wedge for garnish 

Prepare 

Muddle ginger slices in cocktail shak¬ 
er. Add Mekhong, lime juice, syrup 
and ice. Shake and pour into rocks 
glass. Garnish with lime wedge.

In the 1960s, George Plimpton talked his way 
onto an Ameriean NFL team for his book Pa¬ 
per Lion. In the aughts, AJ Jaeobs followed 
the seriptures to the letter and wrote The Year 
of Living Biblieally. More reeently, Karley 
Seiortino spent about a year as a dominatrix 
and another as a sugar baby, doeumenting her 
experienees via her multiplatform personal 
brand Slutever. 

If you’re familiar with Seiortino, it’s prob¬ 
ably beeause you’ve seen the sex eolumn she 
writes for Vogue.eom or the 
video she made for Viee (31 
million views and eounting) 
in whieh she gets down with 
a male sex doll on eamera or 
the deeidedly NC-17 episode 
of the Netflix series Easy on 
whieh she plays a prostitute. 

Her work bridges memoir, 
performanee art, investigative journalism, 
soeial aetivism — and an unwavering dedi- 
eation to firsthand experienee. 

The 32-year-old New Yorker has leaned 
into the term slut in the deeade or so that she’s 
been writing about her sexual experienees— 
in a blog, in a web series, in a doeumentary 
show for Vieeland and in a new book for 
Grand Central, all of whieh are ealled Slutever 
— the same way people have elaimed pejora- 
tives sueh as biteh, queer and Obamaeare to 


free those terms from negative eonnotations. 

“I like the idea that what I do is a mixture 
of journalism, personal euriosity, adventure 
and something like sexual anthropology,” 
Seiortino says. “This idea that to be a jour¬ 
nalist is to be a fly on the wall isn’t always the 
ease today. I’ve never been good at sitting on 
the sidelines and watehing things objeetively. 
I want to doeument things from the inside”. 

By immersing herself in fringe eultures, 
she has ventured beyond soeietal and person¬ 


al preeoneeptions, exploring kinks and rituals 
that would strike most people as deeply weird 
or even pathologieal. As a dominatrix’s as¬ 
sistant, she whipped middle-aged investment 
bankers till they bled. She erouehed naked 
over their faees and peed in their mouths. 

“When you eneounter something different 
or strange”, she says, “you’re like. What the 
f#ek? My impulse is to ask. What does that 
mean? Why are they like that? What’s relat- 
able about it?” 

In her work, she argues that the reasons 
sexual promiseuity is soeietally shunned — 
beeause it lowers morals, ruins self-esteem, 
ereates eo-dependeney and has all the other 
pernieious effeets your mother warned you 
about — repeatedly fail to stand up to serutiny. 
Her book eites a 2014 Cornell study that found 
students who engaged in easual sex generally 
reported lower levels of stress and depression 
than students who did not. She sees the sex-as- 
therapy model as an explanation for mueh of 
what today passes as devianee. 

“If people have the desire to seek out a 
dominatrix or be kidnapped or go to sex par¬ 
ties or have many sexual partners, I kind of ad¬ 
mire that willingness and ability to go get the 
thing other people stigmatize,” Seiortino says. 
“So many of us don’t have that ability. We 
ean’t even admit to ourselves what we want.” 

And while the path to greater understand¬ 
ing may require the kind of fearless and open- 
ended investigation Seiortino praetiees, the 
solution, in a eertain light, is remarkably sim¬ 
ple: “I think there are a whole lot of problems 
we eould solve with a little more sex.” ■

Scenes from the last prohibition-era cannabis competition in California, USA, 
where big weed is rising and growers are getting burnt

The skyline was filled with smoke for the first 
leg of the eight-hour drive from Los Angeles 
to Santa Rosa — home to the 2017 Emerald 
Cup. The forbidding view on the way up was 
the result of the now-historie Thomas Fire, but 
at the Sonoma County Fairgrounds a different 
sort of smoke would eloud both the sky and 
the eraniums of an estimated 30 000 attendees, 
all of whom had eome to eelebrate northern 
California’s finest sun-grown marijuana. 

A month before the indoor-outdoor fair¬ 
grounds were eonverted into a eornueopia of 
eannabis for the early-Deeember weekend, a 
reported 80-plus FEMA trailers dotted the site, 
housing loeal vietims who’d lost their homes 
in another fire, whieh had hit right around 
peak harvest season. Onee the festival was in 
full bum, visitors were greeted by a jumbotron 



reading thank you first responders! 

Driving past the southern California wild¬ 
fires was a fitting prelude to the Emerald Cup. 
Not only had the Sonoma County fires anni¬ 
hilated an estimated 140 000 aeres of land, 
ineluding a number of pot farms; they also 
highlighted the many legal and eeonomie 
threats looming over the eannabis eommunity 
in the eountdown to near-total legalisation in 
the Golden State. In this ease, smoke signalled 
mueh more than fire. 

Just over 80 years after the Marihuana Tax Aet 
outlawed eannabis possession in the US, eight 
states plus Washington DC boast legalised ree- 
reational eannabis use for adults 21 and older, 
and 29 states and the Distriet of Columbia 
have approved some form of medieal- 



marijuana program. The global market for 
eannabis is expeeted to top $30 billion a year 
by 2021, and industry researeh suggests that 
California alone will see nearly $4 billion in 
legal sales in 2018. Meanwhile, a Gallup Poll 
from Oetober 2017 found that 64 pereent of 
Amerieans support legalisation — the high¬ 
est pereentage in favour sinee the organisa¬ 
tion began asking the publie about the topie 
in 1969 — and for the first time, a majority of 
Republiean respondents are onboard. 

The mainstreaming of weed arrives hand in 
hand with the so-ealled “green msh”, eharae- 
terised by unfledged players and deep-poeketed 
eorporations betting on bud. Some Silieon Val¬ 
ley exees are switehing from teeh jobs to the 
weed game, while others, sueh as former Faee- 
book President Sean Parker, have been quietly » 
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funnelling millions into pro-legalisation lobbying 
efforts. Aleohol monoliths Constellation Brands, 
Anh euser-Busch and others are investing in the 
spaee and even eonsidering branding their own 
pot produets. 

But it isn’t all smiley faees and peaee signs. 
As legalisation spreads and the green rush builds, 
mom-and-pop businesses faee an existential 
threat. Due to California’s new regulations for 
the adult-use market — plus federal restrietions 
that prevent safeguards and reeourse against a 
myriad of vulnerabilities, wildfires ineluded—^the 
eraft farmers who aetually produee the erop are 
the most likely to get burned in the shift out of 
prohibition. 

There is perhaps no better plaee 
to observe this end of an era than the 
folksy but inereasingly Coaehella-fied 
atmosphere of the Emerald Cup. At the 
2017 event, people from all faeets of the 
weed world were asking what will happen 
when their eulture moves from outside the 
law to inside and if it will be reeognisable 
by the end. 

Cups showease and judge the best 
marijuana, in all its eonsumable forms, from 
aeross the globe. They typieally inelude 
expert leeturers and top 420-fiiendly talent, 
debut new innovations and brands, and offer 
aspiring eannabis entrepreneurs a platform to 
promote themselves to the industry and the 
publie. Some events, sueh as the High Times 
Cannabis Cup, whieh started in Amsterdam 
in 1988 and has sinee expanded to several 
U.S. eities as well as Jamaiea and Spain, 
funetion like a hybrid between a trade show 
and a big-box musie festival. 

The Emerald Cup, for its part, is so 
respeeted by the inner eannabis eommunity 
that other eompetitions seem hke shake fests 
in eomparison. Founder Tim Blake, a 60-year- 
old northern California native and self-deseribed 
“old-sehool outlaw dealer”, launehed the event 
in 2003. The inaugural Cup was held deep inside 
the Emerald Triangle: Mendoeino, Humboldt and 
Trinity eounties, the marijuana meeea known for 
produeing the most eannabis in the US Blake 
deeked out the site with big altars and old eouehes 
for the few hundred people who eame. 

Baek then, he says, the Emerald Cup was 
more a “eelebration, a wild party and a fiiendly 
eompetition” among the eouple dozen growers 
who entered their flowers to be judged by other 
regional eultivators. There were no vendors and 
few outsiders. “A lot of people eame in masks; 
everyone was afraid we were going to get busted.” 

The organisers still aim to maintain the 


down-home feel that defined the eompetition in 
its salad days, but Blake eoneedes that the 2017 
festival was a “whole different thing". For one, 
he partnered with musie-and-event behemoth 
Red Light Management to produee it; henee 
performanees by the Roots and Portugal. The 
Man. Tiekets sold out, and Blake says his team 
reeeived at least 2000 applieations for vendor 
booths. And with more than 500 entrants for the 
flower eompetition alone, it beeame elear that a 
new era was blooming, for better or worse. 

Even outside the gates, the atmosphere was 
heady enough to spark a eontaet high. In the 
parking lot, dreaded white dudes sealped tiekets

or hawked bootleg shatter. A passerby handed 
me a eopy of the Hare Krishna tome Beyond 
Birth and Death. A barefoot man stood in front 
of the entranee queue, asking people to sign up 
for a psyehedelie-mushroom advoeaey initiative. 
Most were smoking joints before they had even 
passed seeurity. 

Onee inside, attendees found hundreds of 
booths set up in hangar-size tents and walkways 
lined with eustomised stalls. The aesthetie skewed 
toward either a mstie vibe, with repurposed 
wood and eeo-fiiendly materials, or gaudy 
getups staffed by paeks of men in flat-brim hats, 
ever ready to ignite a blowtoreh and offer a dab 
hit. I sampled everything from experimental 
eannabinoid extraets to THC-infused salsa. There 
were even trained guard dogs for sale, fetehing 
as mueh as $45 000. (The feds restriet medieal- 


marijuana eardholders from owning guns, despite 
the Emerald Triangle’s high rate of violent erime. 
Guard dogs are one form of legal proteetion.) 

I’d never seen so mueh pot — or so many 
eash transaetions — en plein air, and numerous 
booths sported signs proelaiming pounds 
available. Clearly some of these businesses 
wanted to move weight and eash in before adult- 
use legalisation and its new mles went into effeet. 
By late afternoon, many of the ATMs seattered 
throughout the grounds were empty, whieh served 
as another reminder: Banks are hesitant to work 
with the eannabis industry, so buying and selling 
produet is a eash-only affair. Onee the sun went 
down, it was weird if your wallet wasn’t empty 
— and you weren’t the highest you’d ever 
been in publie. 

After hours of mingling with dab bros. New 
Agey types, Cliven Bundy individualists 
and northern California lifers who started 
harvesting herb during the baek-to-the- 
land movement of the 1960s and 1970s, I 
made my way to the Swami Seleet booth, 
run by established growers Nikki Lastreto 
and Swami Chaitanya. [Editor’s note: The 
author has worked with Swami Select on 
a column for the weed-focused web outlet 
Merry Jane.] The eouple has lived in 
Mendoeino County sinee the late 1990s, 
and they’ve been judges at the Emerald 
Cup every year sinee its ineeption. That 
day, Chaitanya serenely rolled a eigar- 
sized joint paeked with their homegrown 
Durban Sherbet; his long white beard 
hung dangerously elose to the ground¬ 
up weed as he explained the proeess of 
in vivo marijuana judging. Later, over 
several phone ealls, Lastreto deseribes the 
overwhelming feeling at the eup as “fear of 
the loss of our eommunity". 

“We’ve always worked elosely together, 
but right now it’s dividing up in a eertain way", 
Lastreto says. We’re talking about the raft of 
“emergeney” regulations the state government 
passed in November 2017 — a move that left 
growers with a pathetieally small window if 
they wished to be fully eompliant by January. 
The result: a diehotomy forming between “the 
people who have the permit and the people who 
don’t have the permit", she says. 

“Now that we’re in the mainstream market, 
you know how this world works", eehoes Tim 
Blake. “There’s only going to be so many 
Apples or IBMs.” Like everyone else I spoke 
with, Blake believes the farmers who stalled 
on building a brand and going legit will be the 
first to get boxed out. 
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The impending eompetition, eombined with both 
federal and state regulations — whieh are often at 
odds with one another — will “signal an end to 
the real outlaw, blaek-market eulture up here over 
the next few years", Blake says. Most of these 
small operations are used to working outside the 
law, but if legal pressures foree them to stay there, 
they have a slim ehanee of survival. 

Blake was hesitant to vote for Proposition 64, 
also known as the Adult Use of Marijuana Aet, 
but supported the ballot measure in hopes that the 
state “would aetually do an orderly rollout and not 
wipe out small farmers". Now that it’s here, he 
must embraee the idea that the eannabis industry 
will “beeome part of every mainstream soeiety we 
have in this eountry and this world". Plus, he 
knows it will mean “huge, huge business. 
Imagine what it’s going to be". 

To be fiilly eompliant with California’s 
legalisation regulations, growers need 
to apply for the appropriate heenees and 
adhere to a number of stipulations that 
eould be at odds with how they mn their 
farms. Insiders prediet that only a fraetion 
of the entire grower population will reeeive 
lieenees in 2018 and that the new mles eould 
put moneyed operations at an advantage, 
allowing Big Weed to swallow the eraft 
farmer whole. 

For example, the California Department 
of Food and Agrieulture did not set a eap on 
the total aereage a single grower, or lieensee, 
ean have, nor did it limit the number of 
small-farm lieenses that a single entity ean 
hold. “Marlboro ean go put up a thousand- 
ft^eking-aere grow if they want to", says 
Chris Anderson, founder of Redwood 
Roots, a southern Humboldt County-based 
eolleetive of 37 farms that prides itself on 
being a multi-generation-farmer "family", 
“family” (At the Cup, its booth featured a glass 
jar with three forearm-size buds jutting out of it.) 

Loeal jurisdietions ean implement limits 
on grow operations, but the laek of a statewide 
mandate gives well-fiinded farmers (and 
eorporations) an implieit leg up — espeeially 
when the priee per pound drops, as it has in reeent 
years, in response to greater supply than demand. 
Not to mention the new expenses legitimised 
farms will have to bear, sueh as required traek- 
and-traee systems and annual operating-heenee 
fees that ean range from three to six figures. 

“It’s double ft^eking us — it’s triple ft^eking 
us”, says Anderson of the eonvoluted and ethieally 
murky state regulations. The eombination of 
bureaueratie intransigenee and eorporate privilege 
eould quiekly lead to big business “intentionally 


trying to starve out the small eraft eannabis 
farmer, whieh is the whole reason this industry 
even exists anyway". 

Plus, even though California has gone green, 
there’s still the federal government to deal with. 
In early 2018, Attorney General Jeff Sessions 
revoked the Cole Memo, an Obama-era federal 
poliey of non-interferenee in states that have 
legalised adult-use eannabis. Now proseeutors 
ean more freely enforee federal law on the weed 
industry, even here. 

Federal restrietions have aheady made things 
diffieult for eanna-businesses. On top of banking 
roadbloeks, insuranee options are all but non¬ 
existent — a big problem when your livelihood 


eould literally go up in smoke with the next 
wildfire — and the federal tax eode prevents 
pot-related eompanies from elaiming eredits 
and deduetions on their ineome, resulting in 
astronomieal tax rates. And if eanna-businesses 
do faee finaneial min, the feds prevent them 
from deelaring bankmptey. To a multi-generation 
grower who has been operating outside the law 
forever, it feels as though there’s no winning. 

While everyone at the Cup wondered who 
would survive the next ealendar year, some see 
hope in the burgeoning eonnoisseur’s market. 
Comparisons to the wine industry abound. “It 
used to be for 100 bueks you eould get a good 
bottle of wine,” Blake says. ‘TSlow for 20 bueks 
you ean get a $100 bottle of wine". He adds, “It’s 
going to be the same with eannabis. As long as 


you make a great flower, you won’t get big bueks, 
but you’ll still have a real good market for it.” 

No one is worried about Brandon Seott Parker, 
a third-generation grower, fourth-generation 
Mendoeino native and undeniable pot prodigy. 
Parker has won top awards at the Emerald Cup 
the past five years, allowing him to position his 
business in a way that all but guarantees longevity. 
His eompany. Third Gen/Dying Breed Seeds, has 
leveraged its story — premium, single-soureed, 
family farmed — and eonsumers go out of then- 
way to try his “Holy Grail” strains. 

Although there’s no established appellation 
system for eannabis as there is for, say. 
Champagne, that eould ehange through the efforts 
of the Mendoeino Appellations Projeet and 
other groups. If the industry does adopt 
offreial titles that define a strain’s terroir and 
agrieultural heritage, as well as its eultivation 
requirements, small-seale farmers eould 
potentially proteet themselves through their 
botanieal intelleetual property, or at least make 
themselves stand out in the marketplaee. 

Until then, says Parker, it eomes down 
to the eonsumer. Only an edueated toker 
has the power to bolster the eonnoisseur’s 
market and distinguish it from mass- 
produeed weed. And onee you go from Two 
Buek Chuek to Diamond Creek, it’s hard to 
turn baek. 

But not everyone is a marijuana maestro, 
so Parker outlines other ways small operators 
ean get through the first year in California’s 
legal market — assuming they’re wilhng 
to go legit. Like other top growers I 
interviewed, he suggests diversifying 
produet lines, forming strategie partnerships 
with tmstworthy green mshers and upping 
the ante on paekaging and labelling. Still, he 
says, “not everyone is going to be left after 
the battle is over". 

The Emerald Cup will almost eertainly stiek 
around, and Blake thinks it will be even bigger, 
but many of the boutique businesses I met — 
whose sublime herb melted my faee off— won’t. 
The regulations might even prevent all but 
lieeneed retailers sueh as dispensaries from selhng 
produet at ftiture eompetitions. Would it even be 
the Emerald Cup if you eouldn’t sesh with the 
growers themselves? 

Nothing is set in stone, and it’s unlikely that 
the multi-generational farmers will give up their 
way of life without a fight. “Cannabis farmers are 
very good at improvising, and they’re resilient 
people", Chris Anderson of Redwood Roots 
says. “We will always find a way, no matter what. 
That’s who we are, that’s what we are, and that’s 
who we’ll always be.” ■

Two weeks before Harvey Weinstein started 
dominating news eyeles around the world, 
I authored an artiele for Playboy.eom that 
explored the state of maseulinity and manhood. 
In the pieee, whieh you’ll find on the following 
page, I insisted that men eneourage one 
another to have ehallenging and long-overdue 
eonversations about what it means to be a man 
and how we ean eontinue to evolve into the 
best versions of ourselves — not just for one 
another but, equally important, for our female 
eounterparts. My motivation: I had stepped 
into senior management at an organisation 
that has played a erueial role in defining what 
it means to be a man, as well as what it means 
to be a woman, in Western soeiety. But as the 
women’s movement evolves from #MeToo 
to Time’s Up and beyond, the need for an 
unfiltered eonversation about maseulinity is 
more urgent than ever. 

There’s an important distinetion to make, 
espeeially here in the pages of Playboy. When 
it eomes to Harvey Weinstein and others like 
him, many people read headlines and jump to 


the dangerous eonelusion that sex and men’s 
desires are the problem, when in reality that 
is not the ease for most. The gross abuse of 
power and the use of sex with self-serving 
objeetives in mind are the issues at hand. 
The aetions of Weinstein and many others 
in positions of power are simply immoral, 
but in order to have a eonversation with the 
rational man — an individual who behaves 
with deeeney and respeet, even if his sexual 
appetites are unique — it is important that a 
elear line is drawn between sexism and sex. 
In simplest terms, the line assists in elearly 
showing that the abuse of power is wrong, and 
when exploring Weinstein’s situation, we find 
that sex was used as a weapon — one that kept 
eonsent out of the pieture he was painting. 

Although the world has ehanged sinee 
Playboy’s ineeption, many in the United States 
and abroad still vilify sexual expression, 
espeeially when it’s eoming from a woman. 
We see heterosexual men own their sexuality 
unapologetieally (if uneonseiously, as I 
diseuss in the pieee to the right), while women 


struggle to aehieve traditional eareer sueeess 
and are also serutinised for attempting to 
own their sexuality, or any other form of 
independenee. The unequal status of women 
in the workplaee and in soeiety is direetly 
eonneeted to maseulinity in more ways than 
men often aeknowledge. 

The domino effeet following Weinstein’s 
fall reminds us that the mistreatment of 
women and the abuse of power in soeial and 
professional situations have been an epidemie 
for far too long — one that many men have not 
reeognised to its full extent, but that all of us 
have witnessed throughout our lives, whether 
we ehoose to admit it or not. Sadly, most 
women have not only seen this but have fallen 
vietim to it in one sense or another. 

It is my hope that the eonversation eontinues 
between men and women and that offering 
a seat at the table to both sexes will help us 
partieipate in a needed moral awakening — 
one that guides us not to the vilifieation of 
sex, but to a moment when unjust behaviour 
toward women no longer exists.

Instalment IV: Masculinity and Manhood 


Since the dawn of human eonseiousness 
we’ve explored what it means to be men mueh 
more than we’ve permitted our eounterparts 
to explore what it means to be women. 
Historieally, whether a woman was setting 
her sights on an exeeutive role or simply had 
a desire to own her sexuality, she has been set 
up to fail based on a simple truth: Crities, both 
male and female, have a tendeney to eome out 
of the woodwork whenever women try to steer 
their own destiny. 

Although times have undoubtedly ehanged 
over the past eentury, this fight eontinues today, 
with feminists and female influeneers breaking 
barriers and eontinuing to define what it means 
to be a woman. Betty Friedan, Gloria Steinem 
and other leaders who guided the seeond- 
wave feminist movement seem more relevant 
now than ever before. Writers like Roxane 
Gay and politieal figures like Kamala Harris 
and Elizabeth Warren are just a few who are 
pieking up the baton and eontinuing to fight for 
liberation and an equal playing field. 

As women eontinue to define their 
personhood and drive their evolution, quiet and 


often unspoken murmurs from the other side 
plague the minds of men. At some point, our 
evolution as men, or at least the eonversation 
and eonstruetive debate around it, faltered. And 
so a few questions arise, ones without simple 
answers: What does it mean to be a man today? 
How does one healthily own his maseulinity? 

Polarising figures have had a tendeney to 
dietate how men view themselves. Throughout 
the seeond half of the 20th and early part of the 
21st eentury, my father played a key role in this 
exploration. Today, we have new eharaeters 
defining manhood, one of whom elaims to 
“grab ’em by the pussy” and boasts that he ean 
get away with it beeause of his eelebrity. This 
individual is now the leader of the free world. 
When I think about past remarks, I find myself 
saddened to reeall the refleetions of a former US 
President: “Nearly all men ean stand adversity, 
but if you want to test a man’s eharaeter, give 
him power.” Abraham Lineoln’s words not 
only suggest a method that provides a eompass 
for good morals; they also outline the defining 
eharaeteristies that make a good man. They 
stand true more than 150 years after his passing. 


Today, men like Dan Bilzerian gamer 
tens of millions of followers on soeial media 
platforms by projeeting a maseuline lifestyle 
whose material exeesses seem gratifying 
on the outside. While the overindulgenee is 
faseinating for millions to wateh, what really 
intrigues most of the boys and men following 
Bilzerian eomes from a desire to answer the 
same questions: What does it mean to be a 
man today, and how does one healthily own his 
maseulinity? 

In some ways, Bilzerian’s life mirrors that 
of my father — a man who ehose to walk 
a partieular path in the late 1990s and early 
2000s, portraying eertain qualities of manhood 
that Bilzerian and others follow without delving 
deeper. It is emeial to keep going, to explore 
how men define maseulinity and how those 
definitions, and those people we’ve anointed as 
their representatives, define us. 

Today, maseulinity is often eonneeted to 
violenee, a quality I don’t believe most men tmly 
want to promote. Many men love to romantieise 
violenee, yet very few if any aetually enjoy its 
extremes. Sexuality also defines maseulinity, 
but sexuality has always been labelled either 
healthy or deviant, depending on how its various 
forms were viewed by soeiety at a given point in 
history. Sexuality should be presented in a way 
that promotes a level of respeet for one’s self and 
one’s partners, while also aeeepting men who 
ehoose to live outside eonventional boundaries 
that define gender roles. The world around us 
often says a gay man isn’t “manly". This belief, 
whieh eontinues to plague modem eulture, has to 
do with our dated interpretation of maseulinity. 
For those who fall on the extreme eonservative 
side of the soeial-poliey speetmm: Remind 
yourself that aeeeptanee is not the same as 
eneouragement. 

We are long overdue for an era in whieh men 
give themselves the same permission to evolve 
manhood as women have given themselves to 
redefine womanhood. Failing to do so will allow 
the pussy grabbers to eontinue telling the world 
what it means to be a man — something none 
of us should be eomfortable with as we eontinue 
walking toward our fiiture. ■ 
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SORRY m SORRY 

Wading through the wave of men’s apologies that continue to wash ashore in Weinstein’s wake 


When I was a kid, I used to steal from my sister 
on a regular basis. Cassette tapes, dirty novels, 
hair elips. Game Boy eartridges. Every time 
she eaught me — whieh was most of the time; 
I have all the eat-burgling skills of a 
dog — I’d apologise. And every time, 
she’d issue the same elarifieation: 

“You’re only sorry you got eaught.” 

Farr point. It’s not like I felt guilty while I was 
pawing for bodiee-rippers under her bed. I only 
felt ineonvenieneed upon diseovering that my 
aetions had eonsequenees. But I did learn that 
not all apologies are equal. So mueh so that in 
2015 I wrote an op-ed for The New York Times 
about why women should stop apologising 
for themselves so mueh. The pieee went viral 
enough to land me on CBS This Morning, where 
I was interviewed by Charlie Rose, whose laek 
of interest in the subjeet no longer seems like a 
refleetion of my ability to artieulate it. You ean 
see it in the elip: Every time the eamera euts to 
him, he’s pieking sleep out of his eye. I mean, 
he’s really getting in there. 

Now Rose, along with dozens of high- 
profile men ineluding Matt Lauer, A1 Franken 
and Louis CK, have been foreed to apologize 
to the point that the famous man’s mea eulpa 
has beeome a burgeoning genre in itself—^the 
Sexual Harasser’s Lament. Why, there’s even 
a “Wateh the birdie!” sub-genre in whieh men 
like Mario “the Cinnamon Roll” Batali and 
Kevin “I’m Gay!” Spaeey toss red herrings at 
the problem. But for the most part the blame 
defleetion is more deeply seated. Rose views 
his time in the hot seat as a personal boot 
eamp, stressing what he’s “learned” and that 
“all of us... have eome to a profound new 
respeet for women and their lives". Who, us? I 
have long had the perfeet blend of respeet and 
disrespeet for my own life. Lauer is “humbled” 
and “blessed", as though he’s about to lift up 
a statuette and thank God. Like Rose, he has 
spun the personal pain and professional set 


wadingthrough the wave of men’s apologies 
that eontinue to wash ashore in Weinstein’s 
wake sorry not sorry baeks of women into a 
teaehing moment for himself “The last two 
days have foreed me to take a very 
hard look at my own troubling 
flaws", he mused. I have a full¬ 
time job taking a hard look at my 
troubling flaws, and I didn’t have to toueh 
anyone to get it. Louis CK’s apology, perhaps 
the best intentioned, is nonetheless missing the 
magie word. Harvey Weinstein, who seems 
driven to be the best at everything, ineluding 
being the worst, is in eonversation less with his 
vietims than with the NRA, to whieh he plans 
on devoting his “full attention". 

Apologies, by their nature, are imperfeet 
beeause they’re delivered by people imperfeet 
enough to warrant eontrition. After eenturies 
of apologising for being bumped into, women 
are highly trained — like Liam Neeson very 
partieular-set-of-skills trained — in the art of 
the apology. But as bittersweet as the advantage 
we have in this department is, it’s still 
astounding how men ean be so piss-poor at it. 
The phrase mea culpa literally means “through 
my fault,” meaning every grievous aet passes 
through a single portal. There is no “I’m sorry 
you feel that way,” whieh puts the onus on the 
vietim, or “eonsider the eontext", whieh puts 
it on soeiety, or “I have brought shame upon 
my family", whieh... I don’t know what that is. 
We don’t live in feudal Japan. A pure apology 
is one rooted in aeeountability for yourself and 
regret for others, not the other way around. 

If I empathise with these men at all, I 
empathise with them as writers. I eertainly 
wouldn’t want this gig. No words are 
available to fix what’s been done, and even the 
aeknowledgement of that futility is grating. Plus, 
direet admission of a erime is legally inadvisable, 
whieh means the eentre drops out of half these 
pronouneements before they begin. Still, the 


apologies eome laeed with the pompousness 
of the newly moral or with the brazen demand 
that we see their authors as wounded. Or else 
they blink at us with Bambi eyes, their tone 
reminiseent of a teenage shoplifter elaiming not 
to know one has to pay for things in a store. 

And yet, apologise they must! To have no 
eomment is to taeitly admit their guilt or else 
expose their hope that if everyone stays very 
still, the storm will pass. It’s hard not to sense 
these men’s relianee on Ameriea’s short-term 
memory. I don’t blame them. But we do make 
exeeptions. Ask Moniea Lewinsky. We’re in the 
midst of a vital and exeiting uprising of women’s 
voiees and a long overdue shift in the power 
stmeture. But that’s not why this moment has 
staying power. It’s beeause onee every handful 
of years, the same news story that graees the 
eover of Us Weekly also graees the front page 
of The New York Times. Whieh means it’s easy 
to follow. If you haven’t been keeping tabs on 
the Syrian eivil war, it ean feel prohibitively 
eonfusing to dive in now. But widespread sexual 
miseonduet aeross every industry enables us to 
diseuss a salaeious topie at length, with authority 
and without guilt. It’s looked in. 

So to the men penning these publie 
apologies: It’s not that your words are falling on 
deaf ears. Oh, we’re listening all right. But what 
is meant to extrieate you from the mess you’ve 
ereated and distanee you from the damage 
you’ve eaused only feeds the beast. And that’s 
good. It’s a good beast. It’s not out to get men 
or seare them into thinking they ean’t make a 
dirty joke or have a erush on a woman at work 
ever again. It’s so mueh bigger than that. It’s a 
beast that has eome to realign the world for our 
ehildren, who have to grow up in it. It has been 
taking shape for deeades — eenturies, depending 
on how you eloek it. And as your apologies keep 
eoming, they make a dull buzzing sound around 
the beast’s ears. Like flies. Small. Manifold. 
Frantie. Irrelevant. ■

A poet considers masculinity in America via a dark family memory 


For kicks, my father would leave my mother 
alone in a room with his male friends. The first 
time he did it, my mother thought he was being 
eareless and told him that his friends had eome on 
to her in his absenee. The next time it happened 
she thought he was being naive, too tmsting. 
She eomplained bitterly from then on, sensitive 
to every instanee of abandonment. 

Time and again he found some reason 
to ghost on her. Years later, my father 
admitted that this was how he extraeted 
proof that his friends envied him. As if to help her 
understand his motives, he said my mother was 
like a eandy bowl he would leave in the room to 
taunt his friends, who knew the eandy belonged 
exelusively to him. Any way I look at it, his 
analogy only eompounds the horror it represents. 
My wife and I argue over this revelation in 
partieular, one of several my mother has passed 
on to me like toxie heirlooms. 

My wife ealled the eandy-bowl exeuse a 
lame distraetion. “You ean’t eompare a woman 
to a eandy bowl", she said, “and expeet her not 
to take offenee". I agreed in part, but where my 
wife saw a sadistie man abusing his wife, I saw 
a guy trying to impress his homies. Maybe I was 
just arguing for a lesser eharge. The way I saw 
it, my mother was ineidental. To my father, she 
was an objeet to be aeted upon. I eoneeded that 
my mother suffered a kind of symbolie violenee 
in the proeess, but felt that it was unintentional. 
Insensitive, sure, but not mean-spirited. My wife 
insisted there was nothing symbolie about it: 
It was violenee in faet. “If the thing he used as 
bait really didn’t matter", my wife said, “your 
dad eould have used an aetual eandy bowl and 
gotten the same results". It would have worked, I 
mumbled, if it had been an ounee of weed. 

Until very reeently I imagined there was 
a differenee between predatory, destmetive 
maseulinity and the kind of “loeker-room- 
talk” maseulinity that men exereise mostly in 
the eompany of other men. I reasoned that the 
loeker-room variety, the sort demonstrated by 
Donald Trump in the famous Access Hollywood 
tape, is ffawed, but at least it isn’t ealeulated to 
deliberately hurt anyone. Another ease in point: 
that photo of A1 Franken pretending to honk a 
sleeping woman’s breasts, the pieture staged to 


grab the attention of other men. Not long ago, I 
would have said that it was another vietimless 
offenee — an immature or inseeure guy elowning 
for his friends, that this type of behaviour 
promotes bonding and fiiendship among men. 
That’s a view of maseulinity I got from my dad, a 
view I’d been inelined to proteet. But I think now 
of all the ways it ean be harmful. 

After my father died two years 
ago, my mother embarked on a 
kind of “tmth and reeoneiliation” 
eampaign. I doubt she was thinking about it 
so formally, but I’m sure she’d proeessed and 
bottled up her experienees over the years beeause 
she didn’t tmst eonfiding them to anyone while 
my dad was still around. Not many people, 
anyway, knew my father intimately enough 
to eorroborate the subtle kinds of emelty 
he eould inffiet on my mother. Most people 
would eonsider my dad’s peeeadilloes as 
vietimless bad behaviour. His death made 
me - an edueated, seeurely employed, 
property-owning husband and father - the 
elosest thing our extended family had to the 
patriarehal standard to whieh maseulinity 
attunes in Ameriea, so perhaps my mother 
thought I would be independent enough in 
my thinking to reeeive her stories about my 
father objeetively. Getting stuff off her ehest 
may have been eathartie for my mom, but her 
stories felt like a list of eharges against me. 

I had eonvineed myself that the eandy bowl 
ineident was harmless beeause it was a soeial 
interaetion among men. Soeiologist Miehael 
Kimmel has noted how “men prove their manhood 
in the eyes of other men.” To argue, however, that 
my mother was an objeet eaught in the erossfire 
between men negotiating their maseulinity may 
only prove that maseulinity is dehumanising 
to anyone who is not a man. I think of Donald 
Tmmp’s famously enigmatie boast/eonfession, 
“I moved on her like a b!teh”. He’s not saying 
he had sueh a good time with this woman that 
he eontinues to feel waves of eontentment. No, / 
moved on her like a bitch deseribes the way he 
aeted upon the ineidental woman. Whether or not 
women and ehildren are treated as objeets, as long 
as maseulinity is aetive, men will need something 
to aet upon. To be domineering, we need people 


to dominate. 

“Domineering” is praetieally in the job 
deseription of an Ameriean patriareh. My dad 
was good at his job. From where I was standing 
my mom seemed to have figured out how to 
navigate his anties. Beeause she eoneealed her 
distress, I assumed she didn’t suffer. I assumed 
my father’s maseulinity was vietimless. And 
I thought being a husband and a dad required 
some degree of despotism. 

“Do as I say and not as I do", my father (below, 
with my mother) liked to tell me, whieh presented 
a problem as I grew into my own manhood. By 
depriving me of aetion, however symbolieally, 
he moved on me — in a manner of sspeaking — 



like a b!teh. Naturally, I responded in kind and 
produeed a family drama that took no aeeount 
of my mother’s pain. Even still, I eateh myself 
sometimes performing my dad’s swaggering 
dominanee with my own wife and kids. I agree 
with Kimmel that maseulinity is situational, 
something experieneed and expressed in relation 
to others, beeause I too need a maseulinity eheek 
now and then. Knowing how this works, I look for 
healthy ways to get my mojo out in the open where 
I ean relish it. I play tennis. Instead of dominating 
people, I dominate the eourt. Alas, this so far is all 
the generational progress I’ve made. 

I’m end-mnning my mother’s #MeToo 
revelations so my maseulinity ean eontinue 
funetioning like a verb and thrive in the eontext of 
other men. The obvious lesson I take is that human 
beings should not be the objeet of my aetions. The 
ehallenge now is to envision a kind of maseulinity 
that is aeeountable to women as well. ■

Ql: A lot of the characters you've played 
are innocent-looking guys who turn out to 
be sociopaths. What is it that attracts you 
to those roles? 

PLEMONS: V m drawn to characters who 
aren’t quite what they seem, beeause that 
feels more authentie to me than someone 
you look at, immediately size up and feel 
you know what eategory to put them in. I 
don’t think people are really like that. And 
it’s more fun to eonneet the dots and try to 
figure them out yourself. 

Q2: Your Breaking Bad character, Todd, is 
arguably one of the most evil characters on 
the show. Do you relate on any level? 
PLEMONS: Yeah. I mean, that’s the only 
way you ean give a somewhat honest per- 
formanee. It’s substituting and playing lit¬ 
tle mental and emotional trieks on yourself, 
but you have to do your best not to judge 
the eharaeter you’re playing. That happened 
onee: I realised, wow, I don’t like this per¬ 


son at all. I’m not going to say whieh ehar¬ 
aeter it was, but it was a real person, and 
it was shoeking. And then it’s a different 
experienee when you wateh it. Hopefully it 
didn’t affeet the performanee. 

Q3: Do you feel you have to like at least 
part of a character in order to play him 
truthfully? 

PLEMONS: You kind of have to love your 
eharaeters in some way. You have to at¬ 
tempt to understand why they’re doing what 
they’re doing. It’s got to make sense to you. 
Q4: So if Todd hadn't been born into a fam¬ 
ily of white supremacists, do you think he 
might have had a chance as a decent hu¬ 
man? 

PLEMONS: I think so. One of the epi¬ 
sodes of Breaking Bad that stands out for 
me is the one with Aaron Paul’s eharaeter 
at some tweakers’ house, and there’s a lit¬ 
tle redheaded kid. Remember the episode 
with the ATM maehine? I think there’s 


something akin to that little kid in Todd, 
beeause there’s something ehildlike about 
him. There are true monsters out there that 
were always destined to be monsters, but 
most times there’s a reason. 

Q5: Is it safe to say that a lot of your work 
is hard for your parents to watch? 
PLEMONS: Most reeently, after they saw 
Black Mirror, my dad kept saying, “That 
look in your eyes. That look in your eyes 
as that eaptain....” That’s all he eould say. 
And obviously they hate it when my ehar¬ 
aeter dies. Breaking Bad was sueh a long 
time ago, but I think that one was probably 
strange for them to wateh. 

Q6: Have any of the parts you've been of¬ 
fered given you pause? 

PLEMONS: Two eome to mind. Pennywise 
— I got that eall and just didn’t want to go 
there. I didn’t eare what the seenario was, 
really; I just... no. And then there was a part 
in this movie Suburbicon as one of the bad » 
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guys who try to kill the kid. I was like, “I 
ean’t kill another kid right now", [laughs^ 
Q7: Well, speaking of kids, you \e been act¬ 
ing for pretty much your entire life. What 
was the movie or TV show you saw as a kid 
that made you say, “I want to do that”? 
PLEMONS: I watehed Lonesome Dove 
before I eould talk. I was drawn to it as a 
toddler, having very little understanding of 
what was going on. But as I got older and 
started aeting, I realised how good Robert 
Duvall, Tommy Lee Jones and Chris Coop¬ 
er are. It’s so honest and authentie. And it’s 
a great book on top of that. I love Larry Me- 
Murtry. My father and his side of the family 
are all eowboys. I grew up riding and rop¬ 
ing, so being in that world was pretty easy 
to imagine. 

Q8: And you found out you Te a descendant 
of Stephen F Austin, the so-called Father of 
Texas. 

PLEMONS: Yeah; I feel like my dad knew 
that throughout my ehildhood. Then my 
mom started doing Aneestry.eom, and my 
dad all of a sudden snapped to and was like, 
“Oh, wait a seeond". He had a book on the 
piano that direetly ties us to Moses Austin, 
Stephen Austin’s father. Why would you 
wait until now to give us this pieee of infor¬ 
mation? [laughs^ Thanks, Dad. 

Q9: Did your Hollywood career as a kid 
give you any street cred with your class¬ 
mates back in Mart, Texas, and did it affect 
your first forays into dating? 

PLEMONS: Well, I didn’t get Friday Night 
Lights until after I graduated. What I main¬ 
ly remember are the trips when I would go 
out to Los Angeles and not get a job, and all 
my friends would be like, “Oh, what mov¬ 
ies did you do?” Plural, like I did two or 
three movies in a eouple of months. I was 
like, “Well, I auditioned for several things". 
As far as dating, I was never in either plaee 
long enough. It felt like I was perpetually 
playing eateh-up. And I’m from sueh a 


small town: There were 40-something peo¬ 
ple in my graduating elass. It was a very 
small pool. 

QIO: Is Mart anything like the Dillon, Tex¬ 
as of Friday Night Lights? 

PLEMONS: It’s very similar to Dillon, just 
mueh smaller. One stoplight. Aside from 
the size, Dillon was pretty mueh the world 
I grew up in. On Friday nights, don’t eount 
on going anywhere in town, beeause no 
one’s there. And even down to the old guys 
watehing the junior varsity games so they 
know whieh players are eoming up. 

Qll: On Fargo you play possibly the world s 
most dedicated husband, opposite your now 
fiancee, Kirsten Dunst. What did you learn 
about devotion and marriage from Ed? 
PLEMONS: When I met with Noah Haw¬ 
ley for the first time, I needed to make sure 
Ed wasn’t just a doormat — that there was 
some real love there. There was a line in 
the seript that likened Ed to a eow. I asked 
Noah, “Is he not very intelligent or what?” 
He said, “No, his true nature is not inher¬ 
ently aggressive or violent. He’s someone 
who wants to graze and be happy, basieal- 
ly". I started thinking about different peo¬ 
ple who have that unflinehing devotion, and 
my dad is one of those people. Onee you’re 
in, you’re in, no questions asked. It doesn’t 
matter what you did, you eall him, he’ll be 
there and he’ll figure it out. There 
was something I immediately understood 
about that. So that was a very weird love 
letter to my dad. 

Q12: The cow motif is also apt considering 
the fact that Ed uses a meat grinder to dis¬ 
pose of a corpse. Pivoting off that, who or 
what scares you? 

PLEMONS: Well, not to get politieal, but 
the first thing that eomes to mind is the US 
President. He seares me. And, I don’t know 
what you’d eall it... online outrage. It’s in¬ 
tense. It’s not that new, but in the past how¬ 
ever many years there has beeome this need 


to find someone to vent all your frustration 
and rage and anger to — and it happens 
daily. That’s pretty seary to me. 

Q13: You Ye not on social media. Was that a 
conscious decision? 

PLEMONS: Not really. I signed up for Fa- 
eebook when I was 18, when I first moved 
to Austin and started Friday Night Lights. I 
remember spending an hour and a half on it 
onee. You get into this hole, and then you 
snap out of it, like. What just happened? 
Where did that hour and a half go? I real¬ 
ised I didn’t want to spend my time online. 
Maybe I reeognised that there’s something 
entieing about it. In terms of Twitter and In- 
stagram and everything, I would rather be 
where I am and read the news — whieh is 
now eoming from Twitter. But yeah. I’m not 
built for it. 

Q14: Black Mirror digs into a lot of techno 
anxieties. What are yours? 

PLEMONS: I guess the feeling that we’re 
moving further away from basie human 
eonneetion, and the false portrayal of your¬ 
self that happens online. It’s nothing that 
hasn’t been said before, but that is seary to 
me, thinking about kids growing up eount- 
ing likes and everything. It’s definitely go¬ 
ing to alter their pereeption and experienee 
of the world. 

Q15: Your episode of Black Mirror couldn’t 
have been timed better, with the #MeToo 
movement and your character's toxic mas¬ 
culinity. Basically, you play a butt-hurt 
gamer who imports his co-workers into a 
Star Trek-like game and abuses them. How 
did you do research for the part? 
PLEMONS: I watehed a lot of doeumen- 
taries about gamers and video game pro¬ 
grammers and that sort of thing. I was more 
interested in that kind of isolation and that 
need to eseape reality. I think there are a 
lot of people — and they don’t have to be 
Trekkies or gamers or whatever — who un¬ 
derstand that. I felt strange finishing work 
some days beeause I knew Cristin 
Milioti had to go to some dark plae- 
es. But I wasn’t looking at the big¬ 
ger pieture, beeause I didn’t want 
to eome in with any judgements. 
The eharaeter is not a good person, 
but there’s a reason he beeame that, 
and that’s what I was trying to fig¬ 
ure out. 

Q16: Lets talk Game Night, which 
follows three couples at a murder- 
mystery party that goes way off the 
rails. Are you into games? Do you 
get competitive? 

PLEMONS: Yeah, definitely. 

Some good, elean fun. I love play¬ 
ing poker. Reeently this HQ game

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— have you done that? It’s an app where, 
like, hundreds of thousands of people get 
on live, and it’s trivia. I’m not very good at 
it, but I enjoy it. 

Q17: Game Night seems like it was a fun set. 
How much was improvised? 

PLEMONS: There was a decent amount, but 
the script was so funny to begin with. There 
were little moments here and there, but it was 
probably 85 percent scripted. I was shooting 
Black Mirror when I got the script. I got to my 
first scene and was like, “Yeah, I want to play 
Gary, the creepy cop neighbour”. Having the 
freedom to experiment and play around with a 
scene is something I really enjoy. Everything 
isn’t so chiselled out, where you feel you know 
how it’s going to go or should go; it’s not great 
when you’re in that place. I think that’s one 
of the reasons Friday Night Lights worked. 
Everyone tested the waters in the first few epi¬ 
sodes, and then it became a game to see who 
you could crack up. 

Q18: What would you be doing if you weren’t 
an actor? 

PLEMONS: Something possibly in psychol¬ 
ogy or... English literature. Those are prob¬ 
ably majors I would’ve chosen. I don’t know. I 
love writing songs and playing music. I don’t 
play out too much anymore, but I did when I 
was living in Austin for Friday Night Lights. 
It was kind of accidental. We would have all 
these great house parties where musicians 
would come over and play. I wrote a song, and 
everyone was like, “You guys should start a 
band". We were called Cowboy and Indian, 
which wasn’t the best name. We played a lot, 
probably from 2012 to 2014. And I loved it. 
Now it’s been such a long time. I’m more in¬ 
terested in recording. I’ve got a lot of friends 
who are making such great music, and I’m 
like, “Ah, let me in there". I enjoyed it, but it 
would probably take me a little while to warm 
up again. 

Q19: Who are your go-to artists to play when 
you ’re at home, messing around on your gui¬ 
tar? 

PLEMONS: I grew up listening to what eve¬ 
ryone listened to in Mart: popular country ra¬ 
dio stations. I always go back to John Prine. I 
love his songwriting. And the Stones if I want 
to kick it up a little bit. When I moved to Aus¬ 
tin I discovered Townes Van Zandt, and that 
was a pivotal moment. Learning about him 
changed the way I look at music, and even at 
movies — just the devotion he had to song¬ 
writing. He was obviously tortured, but he re¬ 
worked what I thought you could accomplish. 
Q20: You turn 30 this year. How are you feel¬ 
ing about it? Is it scary? Is it a relief? 
PLEMONS: I feel like I should be 30.1 guess 
when I was younger I always felt older than 
my age. Thirty feels right, you know? I haven’t 
given it too much thought. Now I’ll be think¬ 
ing about it. ■

It’s 
been dark for hours and the air is erisp for a 
Deeember night outside Los Angeles. Final¬ 
ly a text eomes through: “Where are you?” 
That’s when I spot them: nine men alone in a 
publie park, standing in a eirele. 

This may not be Fight Club, 
but there are definitely rules. First 
things first: Don’t eall them “guys". 

These are not dudes, homeboys 
or someone’s brother from another mother. 
They’re men. The seeond rule of not-Fight 
Club: Whatever happens in the park stays 
in the park. Partieipants may share lessons 
learned here with friends outside the eirele, 
but any personal seerets the team members 
reveal tonight must remain eonfidential. 

Right, team. That’s the third rule. “There 
is a negative eonnotation to the term support 


the late 1990s, but its mission feels right on 
time, as we eontinue to learn that many of 
our heroes (and Matt Lauer) have been taking 
their dieks out at work. 

MDI’s teams host philanthropie events 
and partieipate in the oeeasional overnight re¬ 
treat, but the weekly team meetings are the or¬ 
ganisation's raison d’etre. Support 
groups for men to {gulp) talk about 
their feelings eertainly aren’t new. 
Meetup.eom, an online platform for 
finding people with similar interests, lists 360 
groups in the United States dedieated to men’s 
support, aeeording to a eompany spokesper¬ 
son. That number doesn’t inelude groups sueh 
as City Dads that offer eamaraderie for men 
but don’t label themselves speeifieally as sup¬ 
port groups. Other organisations where men 
ean hug it out inelude the ManKind Projeet, 
a non-profit founded in 1984 that elaims more 


men grow moustaehes every November to 
raise awareness of prostate eaneer, testieu- 
lar eaneer and men’s health. Beeause the 
only thing worse than walking around with a 
moustaehes is having to talk about your but- 
thole. 

It may seem obvious that men don’t like 
to ask for help, but the problem is so systemie 
and perplexing that a landmark 2003 study 
on maseulinity and self-help was eonvened. 
What two PhD’s determined was that men 
basieally have to be tricked into seeking help 
by ehanging “the serviees to fit the ‘average’ 
man". In a way, that’s what MDI has been do¬ 
ing. Men may see joining a support group as 
a sign of weakness, but joining a teaml Good 
talk, eoaeh. 

And so, here I am in a parking lot ehasing a 
half-deflated volleyball into the bushes. All MDI 
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group", says Jason (who asked me not to use 
his real name). “A support group is a buneh 
of men making eaeh other feel better. We 
don’t do that. We believe life is better lived 
as a team sport. We’re here to help you do 
everything you say you want to do.” Perhaps 
he’s splitting (reeeding) hairs, but over the 
next three hours I’ll witness grown men eon- 
fronting some of their ugliest fears and worst 
memories. Some will ery. One will reveal 
a personal seeret so dark it feels like an epi¬ 
sode of HBO’s Room 104. 

But first, some eontext. 

These guys — sorry, men — are members 
of MDI, a non-profit organisation whose stat¬ 
ed mission is “to eause greatness by mentor¬ 
ing men to live with exeellenee and, as mature 
maseuline leaders, ereate sueeessful families, 
eareers and eommunities". The eredo may 
be elunky, but the underlying message ap¬ 
parently resonates. MDI (whieh stands for 
“Mentor, Diseover, Inspire”) elaims more 
than 1000 members aeross North Ameriea, 
with 101 teams eoneentrated in major eities 
ineluding Seattle, San Franeiseo, Toronto and 
New York. The organisation was founded in 


than 900 groups aeross 22 eountries. (MDI 
and groups like it, with their foeus on personal 
growth and respeet for all, are a world apart 
from the so-ealled men’s rights outfits that fre¬ 
quently spout misogyny and often fall on the 
alt-right end of the speetrum.) 

Despite a proliferation of available op¬ 
tions, men remain unlikely to seek help. Last 
February, Psychology Today reported on the 
“silent erisis in men’s mental health” — the 
suieide rate for men is four times higher than 
for women. The problem has long been eul- 
turally entrenehed. Fredrie Rabinowitz, psy- 
ehology professor and author of Deepening 
Psychotherapy With Men, tells me in a phone 
eall, “Men have internal shame for not liv¬ 
ing up to whatever ideals they imagine they 
should have aehieved — whether it’s having 
enough money, being further along in their 
eareers, providing for their family. Beeause 
men mask their emotions, they feel isolated. 
One of the benefits of the men’s group is the 
relief of finding out you’re not the only one 
who feels shame". Partieipating in a larger 
eommunity may explain the popularity of the 
Movember movement, in whieh millions of 


team meetings start with a half-hour aetivity re¬ 
ferred to as Fun & Physieal. Tonight, these men 
are playing a modified game of volleyball with 
waeky rules (you ean spike only with your non¬ 
dominant hand) and a “net” made from a row 
of folding ehairs. This partieular game is ealled 
Bro Ball, whieh is maybe the most embarrassing 
thing I’ll hear tonight, but the rationale traeks. 
As Abe Moore, a 52-year-old IT speeialist, says 
between rotations, “Fun & Physieal allows men 
to get out of their heads. When you eome to a 
meeting, you’re not in a spaee to open your 
heart and be present". 

I should admit that I eame to this story with 
my own bias. I half suspeeted the group might 
be a eult. (Moore says he wondered the same 
thing at first.) Or that these meetings were for 
losers who were still sleeping on their moms’ 
eouehes. Or, worse, that MDI was a plaee for 
misguided good of boys to talk about how they’re 
the real vietims in this whole #MeToo thing. But 
pretty quiekly the men ehallenged my assump¬ 
tions. At 50, Gregor (not his real name) is still 
boyishly handsome, a sueeessful musie produe- 
er who has worked alongside Grammy-winning 
musieians. He isn’t someone who looks like » 
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he needs a support group. (See? Bias at 
work.) Gregor eame to his first team meet¬ 
ing nearly 10 years ago, he tells me, at the 
invitation of a dad from his kid’s sehool. 
He reealls playing soeeer that night and 
admits to some initial misgivings. But he 
soon diseovered something unexpeeted: 
The men weren’t being eoddled. They were 
being ehallenged. Gregor was surprised 
to find himself talking — a lot — about a 
problem he had at work: He’d promised to 
eollaborate with a friend on a projeet but no 
longer had the time, yet his ego wouldn’t 
let him walk away. “There was all this 
made-up stuff in my head about not letting 
my friend down", Gregor says. “Within 20 
minutes, I had a elear path forward. These 
men helped me get out of my own way.” 

I saw similar exehanges at the meeting 
I attended — exehangesthat are best de- 
seribed as men publiely ealling eaeh other 
out on their bullshit. (This approaeh may 
be what separates MDI from 
more traditional support groups.) 

I ean’t reveal details of their 
diseussion, but imagine how it 
might feel to wateh a man admit 
he hadn’t had sex with his wife 
in months, only to have the team 
grill him about it. 

MDI President Geoff Tomlin¬ 
son later explains that this teeh- 
nique is intentional. “If you got 
fired, you’d blame it on your boss 
being a diek. You’d get a beer 
with your buddies and they’d pat 
you on the baek and say, ‘You’ll 
get a better job tomorrow!’ But 
at your team meeting, you get 
the opposite experienee. If you 
say you lost your job, they’ll say, 

‘We’re sorry that happened, but what part 
of this eore relationship with your boss do 
you have to own? Let’s get to the bottom of 
this, or you’ll be baek here in two years’.” 
It seems to be effeetive, if not exaetly po¬ 
lite. It’s been a long time sinee a fistfight 
has broken out at an MDI meeting, Tomlin¬ 
son says, but it has happened. “If someone 
gets pissed off, he says, “that’ll intensify 
the men eoming at him beeause it’s touehed 
a nerve". 

Tomlinson should know; he’s not only 
the President of MDI, he’s also a elient. 
He joined his first team in Toronto some 
20 years ago at the urging of his boss, who 
suggested the meetings might help him un¬ 
derstand why he kept getting passed over 
for promotions at work. “We remind peo¬ 
ple: You are the eommon denominator in 
your own story", says Tomlinson. Anyone 
who has ever been in therapy will reeognise 
that phrase. What MDI really offers men is 


a set of aetion-oriented tools for personal 
growth and “teammates” to hold them ae- 
eountable for their own behaviour. 

At the LA meeting, the elephant in the room 
is Harvey Weinstein and his abuses of 
power and the wrongs eommitted by other 
prominent men. Gregor is eager to address 
the subjeet. “If those men had been on a 
team", he says, “someone would have been 
holding them aeeountable before they hurt 
somebody. Before it was too late". 

The nine men in this group eome from 
diverse baekgrounds, but they appear to be 
unified by the feeling of having missed out 
on something, be it an essential life lesson, 
rite of passage or guide to a life well lived. 
MDI helps them fill in those blanks. A man 
I’ll eall Jaek (late 50s, blue-eollar, works in 
aeronauties) tells me he eame to MDI seven 
years ago, when his marriage was eratering. 
Jaek had been raised by a father who was 


physieally present but emotionally absent, 
he says. His father took him eamping, but 
the man never provided guidanee. “I was 
waiting for somebody to tell me what it was 
to be a man", Jaek says, “for someone to 
say to me, ‘These were the rules then, and 
these are the rules now’”. 

What he found in this eirele was a group 
of men willing to take the time to listen, 
whieh is inereasingly rare. After he owned 
up to his own shorteomings (“My wife 
was bored with me; I needed to grow up”), 
his MDI team helped him rebuild himself 
and his eonfidenee. For example, Jaek had 
never been good with money — something 
he felt ashamed about — so his teammates 
made him treasurer. Eneouraging eonerete 
new life skills is just one way the group 
helps its members; other ways are more 
abstraet. 

Abe — the IT speeialist — later shared 
his own story with me, and it was sobering. 


He’d never met his father, he says, didn’t 
even know who the man was. Abe’s mother 
had struggled with addietion, and his sib¬ 
lings were in and out of foster eare. He eame 
to his first team meeting at the age of 40, 
shortly after his wife kieked him out. His 
thought patterns were a eesspool of negativ¬ 
ity, steeped over a lifetime of self-hate. “I 
felt like I’m a pieee of shit”, he says, “and 
that beeause I didn’t have a father I eouldn’t 
be a good father". He wasn’t the type of man 
to ask for help. But by learning to show up 
for his teammates, he learned to show up for 
his wife too. After a year, she invited him 
home. “Without the team", he says in maybe 
the most earnest voiee I’ve ever heard in 
LA, “I wouldn’t be married now”. 

Time and again I hear a similar refrain: The 
team saved someone’s marriage, finaneial fu¬ 
ture, even life. It had helped men quit smoking 
or wateh less porn. Or eonfront their own fa¬ 
thers, whieh is the eentral struggle of basieally 
every male eoming-of-age story 
ever told in this town. 

It’s a diffieult time to be a man. 
Professor Rabinowitz, who has 
hosted his own men’s group 
meeting for 30 years and has a 
wait list for new members, says 
he hasn’t seen sueh an influx 
of interest sinee the women’s 
liberation movement sent men 
serambling to redefine them¬ 
selves. The whole thing ean be 
eorny as hell: At one point dur¬ 
ing the MDI meeting I attended, 
one man 

stared another dead in the eyes, 
put his hand on the other man’s 
ehest and thanked him for liv¬ 
ing his truth. But it ean also be seriously 
humbling. It takes balls to be so emotion¬ 
ally naked. 

The meeting ends at 10pm with the men 
shouting their team name. Arrowhead, into the 
sky like some high sehool football team. Eaeh 
team ehooses its own name. There’s a group in 
New York, I later And out, that ealls itself Mas¬ 
sive Dump, a juvenile but fiinny play on the 
emotional release one feels after a team meet¬ 
ing. “Arrowhead” is more pointed, so to speak, 
hinting at the diffieult work these team mem¬ 
bers must do on themselves to beeome better 
men as they shed bad habits and work through 
past trauma. “An arrowhead’s razor-sharp edge 
eomes from ehipping away at what’s not need¬ 
ed", says Gregor. In our post-Weinstein world, 
a man’s best move may be to shut up and listen. 
But whether in the White House or working the 
drive-through at White Castle, it’s elear we men 
have work to do — to ehip away at the unneees- 
sary, to eraft a better instrument. Go, team. ■
